Oetting Bros. Ice Company Wins Case in 

Highest State Tribunal, Which 

Will Eud Case 



The outcome of the case of Robert 
Runyard et al vs. (Dotting Bros. Ice 
Company, which was last year carried 
from the County Court of Kenosha 
County to^the Supreme Court of. the 
. State of Wisconsin, has been watched 
with keen interest, not only by the in- 
terested parties but by the whole sur- 
rounding community. This case, on 
account of its long standing, and the 
direct bearing of the decision, However 
-it might be, on the value of a consider- 
able amount of land, has attracted a 
large amount of attention, and much 
speculation has been going on in re 
gard to what the final decision would 
be. ' ' 

As will be remembered, last July, the 
Kenosha County Court decided the case 
in favor of the Ice Company, this de- 
cision, however, was not satisfying to 
the plaintiff and the cash was imme- 
diately carried to the higher court. 

The affair had its beginning thirty- 
six years .ago", when residents of the 
vicinity petitioned the town board to 
dig a ditch from Camp Ciake in a 
southerly direction, for the purpose of 
draining marsh lands bordering oh North 
and South Carnp Lake, as well -as im- 
proving the public highway. 

The petition was granted, the eon- 
tract let, tke dltqb' was dug from Gamp 
>Lafte:to the state ijne and'the cause of 
future" trouble was shaped. In the 
course of a few years the- gradual fill- 
ing in of the ditch, by vegetable 
growth, .etc;/ caused the water in the 
fake to return' to its former level. 
This state of aljairs existed until the 
year of 1901; when men were employed 
to clean the ditch and the water was 
again lowered. 

About this time the Oetting Bros. 
Ice Company erected a concrete dam at 
the head of the lake on land belonging 
to one of the plaintiffs, without objec- 
tion. However no real trouble appear- 
ed until nearly five years later when 
the dam was torn down by persons 
unknown and the water thereby lower- 
ed about three feet. This left the de- 
fendents ice house far back from the 
water, and cottages which had been 
built on the lake shore were six or sev- 
en hundred feet therefrom. Trouble 
then began to brew and the matter 
was taken into court. The case was in 
" litigation for months and when finally 
a decision was reached it was in favor 
of the defendent The court stating 
that the plaintiffs showed no justifica- 
tion for drawing down the water in 
1906. and that the defendent had been 
greatly injured thereby and was en- 
titled to relief. And now to close the 
case the Supreme court has upheld the 
decision of the County court, and has 
given the defendent the right to fill the 
ditch at the expense of the plaintiff. 

This will restore the waters of Camp 
Lake to its former level, which will not 
only benefit the ice company but will 
make the place more attractive to the 
many summer visitors and will also 
increase the value of much of the bor- 
dering property.

Peter Zelenauslkis, a Lithuanian 31 
years old, boarding at 907 Market street 
Waukegan, was , struck and instantly, 
killed by a Chicago and North Western 
train at 5:50 o'clock Sunday night. Ac- 
cording -to witnesses the engineer did 

everything in his power to prevent the 
accident. The noise of a passing freight 
train is believed to have made it impos- 
sible for the 'victim to here the train 
which approached him from the rear. 
The accident occurred between Water 
street and the depot. 

Zelenaulkis and a friend had walked 
west from Market street and arrived at 
the tracks had started" to walk hoi th 
along the narrow path whi.ch runs west 
of the tracks. Two men and a woman 
preceded them. At the time a freight 
train was passing on the east track., 

The fast train from the south was ap- 
proaching on the south track;. People 
standing on the depot platform saw tie 
danger of the group of people, if tlyey 
did not step to one side and tried to 
warn them, but for some reason could 
not make them understand.

' Hilliard had been employed at the 
plant as fireman's helper for a short 
time only, and it was his duty to load 
the ear and cart it down N the tracks to 
tile hopper where it was dumped.

There is 
n,ot much* clearance between the hopper 
and the, car beneath; As lie passed it 
he tried to dodge the hopper but the 
h ipper stnirk lii.s shoulder, inflicting 
serious injuries some of which it later

Dr» Evans Strongly Favors^ Pajfteu.rjzation 
[ of Milk and its Products.) 

State wide pasteurization .of milk to 
save the lives of Iliinoisans, especially 
babies, was advocated Monday by 
Health Commissioner W. A. Evans, 
testifying before the joint legislative 
committee to investigate tuberculine 
tests and pasteurization of milk and its 
products. 

The meeting was held in ; ; the Chicago 
law offices of Speaker' Edward D. 
Shurtleff in the Title and Trust build- 
ing. Senators McKehate^Pemberton 
and Hearn, and Representatives Bush, 
McConnell, Allison and Tipplt, in ad- 
dition to the speaker, were present 

The investigation was ordered by the 
general assembly in lieu of the action 
on numerous bills imposing more or less 
drastic state supervision of the dairies. 
Loud objection was made by the farm- 
ers to the expense of the tuberculin 
ests, which according to Dr. Evans, 
would not be necessary if there were 
general pasteurization — that being an 
inexpensive requirement. Farmers 
have been indignant at the prospect of 
heavy financial loss if they should be 
compelled to kill their tuberculous 
cows. Dr. Evans said that if the milk 
were pasteurized there would be no 
need of killing the animals, although 
they should be segregated. "'In this way 
and by prohibiting the importation of 
tuberculosis stock, Dr. Evans said 
Illinois milk in its raw state would ap- 
proach purity. 

Illinois needs a law requiring pasteur- 
ization, said the health commissioner, 
It, would kill. all disease germs and i M 
. riercen tor all germ lift-. 

Should the same restrictions asked 
Senator McKenzie, be put on- creamer- 
ies and cheese factories l as Upon dail- 
ies? 

All their. milk should !"■ pasteurized 
replied Dr. Evans. Butter' and cheese 
both.carry tubercles; although 'jn-a- .1 ;

Less Than a Century Ago Railroads 
and the Telegraph Were Deemed 

Impossibilities. 

Alexander Welle, an old citizen of 
Wellsvllle, O., has a copy of an Inter- 
esting and noveldocument Issued by 
the school board of the town of Lan- 
caster, O., In 1828. The question of 
steam railroads was In Its Incipient 
stage and a club of young men had 
been formed for the purpose of dls- 
cussing the points at Ibbuo. They de- 
sired the uso of theschoolhouse for 
purposes of debate. This was, looked 
upon by the members of the board as 
an innovation bordering upon sac- 
rilege, as Indicated, which Is the docu- 
ment in the possession of Mr. Wells. 
It reads as follows! 

"You are welcome to the use of the 
schoolhouso to debate all proper ques- 
tions In, but such things as railroads 
and telegraphs are impossibilities and 
rank Infidelity. (There Is nothing In 
the Word. of God about them. If God 
had designed that his intelligent 
creatures should travel at tho fright- 
ful speed of IB miles an hour, by 
steam, he would clearly have foretold 
it through his -holy' prophets. It Is a" 
device of Satan to lead Immortal souls 
down to hell." 

Such sentiments possibly reflected 
tho feeling, to somo extent, in tho 
days of 65 years ago, but they sound 
strange at the present time, when the 
"devico of Satan" is dally carrying 
people over the' land at tho rate of 60 
or 70 miles an hour. Tho world has 
progressed somewhat since 1828.

It is apparent that the state board is 
not satisfied with the information that it 
has been receiving concerning those who 
have died, and they have made out and 
sent supplies to to the county clerks. 
These are most elaborate blanks which 
contain a vast amount of information 
concerning the patient that the physican 
has been so unfortunate as to Bee puss 
into need of a death certificate. The 
new blanks are as large again as the old 
ones and contain not only question as to 
the name, age, sex, place of death, 
place of bruial, name of undertaker, 
occupation, place of birth single and 
married but other,. matters-: that, have 
been in the pastbdried in the bosoms of 
families. 

In the case of the. death of ah infant, 
the state . board, conndti.reBt,* until it 
knows how ! the. infant * was,/ fed, tho 
secondary caus.i' of .'death* as ,w ; e^as th e 
primary cause, the occupation 'of the 
deceased,, if grown, and also/ "thV 
previous occupation." The names of 
father, mother, and their birth places * 
are wanted, and the physician is requir- / 
ed to state the dates ho attended the ., 
patient, inclusive, the last time he saw . 
deceased prior to death, and at what v . 
time of day the death took place. 

These blanks will bo sent to physi- 
cians throughout tho country and the 
filling out and returning them will.- pass 
more or less pleasantly many recreation, 
hours for the hard worked man of med-^r 
icene.

President Says No Man Has Right to 
Read Another Out v of Republican 
Fold— Demands Support for Meat- 
urea Pledged. 



Washington.— Determined to sound 
no "keynote speech," President Taft 
Saturday evening went to the ban- 
quet of the* League of Republican 

clubs. 

He announced his determination In 
ibis nrst sentence; but in the next few 
moments he had enunciated a call to 
[party unity and a statement of his at- 
titude toward insurgency which 
brought the diners to their feet with 
.yells of approval. 

The president declared ho had no 
quarrel with the. Insurgents; that ho 
(sought to read no one out of the party, 
[but that he proposed to demand the 
iparty should judge its members by 
=tho support they give to the party 
legislation during the remaining 
.months of the present session of con- 
,gress. i • 

"This Is not exactly the time for 
•.speaking, except in the two houses of 
ithe national legislature," said the 
(president. "This^is the time for doing 
.things; the time for voting upon and 
(passing the measures to which the 
jparty has pledged Itself. 

"After congress has adjourned, then 
rts the time to form our lines of attack 
•against the enemy. 

"We are reading no one out of tb« 
Republican party. We want all of 
them within the party ranks. They 
ihave the opportunity to establish 
their claim to, Republicanism by that 
which they shall do as legislators in 
iboth houses of congress; by helping 
ito enact the legislation to which the 
party is pledged. Old friends who In 
,good faith stand to the enactment of 
[legislation to redeem the promises the 
'.party has made have the right to 
-stand forth as Republicans. If they 
idon't to stand with the party or help 
jthe party to the enactment of its leg- 
llslatlon, I have no quarrel with them. 
They have the right to vote or speak 
las they will, but we want their aid 
ias Republicans so long as they will 
•be Republicans. The Republican 
iparty is not a rigid party. Wo may 
mot all agree in our opinions upon 
^legislation, and we have the right to 
(express those opinions within the 
Iparty. 

"But when the evidence is shown 
[that a man does not desire to support 
Ithe Republican party; when he shows 
(himself unwilling to redeem for the 
iparty the pledges made to the people 
•by the parly; when he withdraws sup- 
port from the party and wishes sue- 
loess for another party, then we have 
jthe right to. say that the label he 
ibears is not Republican. 

"No man has the right to read an- 
other man out of the Republican party. 
iHe reads himself out If he Is disloyal 
ito the party, and If not, he can. by his 
i own words, show that he is loyal. So 
iyou see It Is In no defiant spirit that 
II am here. I want the help of all Re- 
(publicans, whether or not they may 
lin the past have slipped away a little."

Blow Safe «.t Coal City, III., and Vain- 

ly Attempt to Escape on 

Freight Train. 



Coal City, 111.— The depredations of 
the James brothers were vividly 
brought to mind when five bank rob- 
bers fought a desperate battle with 
officers and posse after they baa 
looted the Coal City State bank just 
before daylight Thursday. 

The bandits gagged and bound tne 
town watchman and engineer, blew 
the bank safe, boarded a freight train 
and fled with $2,000 of loot, to bo cor- 
nered by the quick wit of a telegraph 
operator. 

Three of. their number were cap- 
tured by the posso that waylaid them, 
while the other two escaped with the 

booty. . .: m 

The bandits were all Chicago youths. 
The bandits entered the town on a. 
passing freight tram and began op- 
erations by tying Barney Ghetto, the 
night watchman, and Washington 
Frle, the night engineer of the elec- 
trical plant 

They then blow up tho bank build- 
ing with a terrific charge of nitro- 
glycerin and leaped on a west-bound 
Santa Fo freight train with their 
plunder. Threo hours later three 
men, believed to bo of their number, 
had been captured by Sheriff Thomas 
Steel of Morris, 111., who had been 
notified by the night watchman nfter 
the latter had broken loose tho ropes 
which held him and made possible 
the organization of the posse. 
I Just as the train carrying the Ave 
I bandits pulled out of the town. Ghetto 
succeeded in cutting his bonds and 
rushed to a telephone and notified 
Eugene Miller, the night watchman at 
Yazoo, seven miles south of Coal City, 
and he. with Dr. E. D. Watts, who 
happoned to bo at tho station at that 
time, lay in wait for tho robbers. 
Watts was armed with a repeating 
shotgun, and Miller carried a revolver. 
At Mazon the train stopped to switch 
cars. Tho bandits leaped from the 
car as It stopped and hid in the dense 
clumps of shrubbery which flank the 
right of way. 

Before the train was again In mo- 
tion Miller and tho physician had dis- 
covered three men crouching In the 
bushes and opened fire. The fire was 
returned and about twenty-five shots 
were exchanged. The bandits then 
leaped back on the train, which had 
started, and escaped once more. 

When at last the train came to a 
stop at Verona the cars were searched 
by tho sheriff and his men. 

In an empty baggage car of tho 
train were found three of the bandits. 
All three were wounded and their 
comrades had fled. It is believed that 
they leaped off the moving train from 
the side opposlto tho pursuing posse.

'warning or appeal that reminded many 
lot those at the banquet of the scrip- 
jtural words: "He who is not with me. 
Is against me:" 

"I speak to on assembly of loyal Re- 
publicans. 1 am sure I voice your

inlng with the hare and hunting with 
ithe hounds'ls over and every one must 
ichoose whether or not he Is for the 
.president and the Republican party. 
jHe that 'hath no stomach to tho fight* 
•let him depart. Treason has ever con- 
sisted in giving aid and comfort to the 
enemy. If anyone wishes to Join the 
(Democratic party let him do so. But 
jlet him not claim to be a Republican 
land in and out of season work to de- 
feat Republican measures and to sub- 
ivert the Influence of the Republican 
(president" 

All blame for non-fulfillment of 
pledges he placed on congress, to 
which he said.

Washington. — Attorney General 
Wlckersham Thursday ordered a strict 
Investigation of tho Elgin board with 
a view to prosecuting or dissolving 
the organization as a conspiracy in 
restraint of trade, or in other words, 
as the butter trust 

As a matter of fact tho Elgin body 
of butter producers has been under 
Investigation for somo time, but the 
testimony of President Newman and 
Vice-President Wood before the Lodge 
committee forced tho hand of the De- 
partment of Justice and the open ord- 
er for an investigation was given. 

Both Mr. Newman and Mr. Wood 
testified that while tho prices are con- 
trolled by New York, the board at 
Elgin does actually fix each Monday 
tho price that is to be paid for but- 
ter for the entire week. As they also 
testified that within the Elgin dis- 
trict are tho southern tier of counties 
of Wisconsin, tho eastern tier of 
Iowa and all of Illinois, and further 
that practically all the butter' in 
which tho board deals la shipped east. 



Washington. — America's traveling 
public Is likely to rise up and call the 
Interstate Commerce commission 
blessed. 

The reason for such action is that 
tho commission has unequivocally 
taken jurisdiction of Pullman company 
rates and has emphasized that as- 
sumption of authority by reducing the 
company's rates in a half dozen not- 
able Instances. 

That Important stand by the com- 
mission appears in a decision by Com- 
missioner Franklin K. Lane, made 
public. It is a decision that virtually 
convicts the Pullman concern of ex- 
tortion and which, if it 1b affirmed 
upon an appeal to the Supremo" court 
will mean a very material reduction 
of rates throughout the country. 

Upon general grounds the finding of 
the commission Is important for two 
specific reasons. The first is that tho 
commission takes jurisdiction of the 
sleeping car charges. Tho second is 
thnt the company 1b not Justified in 
charging as much for an upper berth 
us it does for a lower. Tho decision 
of the, commission 1b that the rates for 
upper berths should be only about 
seventy-five per cent of the rates for 
lowers. 

The findings of the commission were 
In specific cases, aa between Chicago 
and St Paul and St Paul and the 
Pacific coast— but they Bhow what the 
commissioners believe are Just and 
equltabld charges. Such are. Indicated 
to be two dollars for a full night's 
Journey of 12 hours for lowers and 
$1.60 for the same journey on uppers.

Tho fact that tho cor- 
poration tax cases were not set for 
reargument is taken to mean that a 
decision will bo announced In regard 
to the constitutionality of the law 
authorizing it within a short time. 

Attorney General "Wlckersham wbb 
as much surprised as anyone at the 
sudden turn in the fight against these 
corporations. He expressed his utter 
Ignoranco of any further knowledge 
of' tho action of the court. 

Unless a motion to advance the 
cases is made, they will not come up 
in tho regular order of business for 
nearly a- year.. It is regarded as Im- 
probable that such motion for rear- 
gument before next term will bo made.

EIGHT MEN BLOWN TO ATOMS 

Explosion of 1,800 Kegs of Dynamite 

Kills or Malm 12 Persons— Two 

Hundred Have Narrow Escape. 

San Antonio,- Tex. — As the re- 
suit of a premature explosion of 
1,800 kegs of dynamite eight men were 
blown to atoms, three badly mangled 
and ono Is missing. 

Tho accident occurred 22 miles 
northwest of Coleman, Coleman coun- 
ty. The men were working ra a deep 
cut on the Santa- Fe railroad. 

The fact that 200 of tho men were 
eating dinner 200 yards away at the 
time of the explosion la all that saved 
their lives. The men who were killed 
had been loft' as a guard to tho pow- 
der/ Many of those In the camp were 
slightly injured by the falling debris.

Magagno explained that ho desired 
tchave an audience with Roosevelt In 
order to get a Job as valet when ho 
became president again. A letter writ- 
ten In English and found on Magagno 
bears out this statement The police 
telegraphed to Bologna to ascertain If 
the man haB a police record. They 
believe he Is demented or a harmless 
crank similar to those who annoyed 
Mr. Roosevelt during his tenancy of 
the White House 

Theodore Roosevelt's widely -her- 
alded meeting with Gilford Pln- 
chot, the deposed, chief forester of 
the United States department of ag- 
riculture, took place on the veranda 
of Miss Carow's villa, overlooking the 
blue waters of Porto Maurlzlo boy.
